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Passengers recount ordeal as US 
cruise ship limps home

LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Passengers on a US 
cruise ship which broke down 
in the Pacific recounted tales 
yesterday of sleeping on deck 
and queuing for emergency- 
issue Pop Tarts, as they were 
towed back home. 

Some of the 3,299 mostly 
American travelers on the 
"Carnival Splendor" had to 
wait in line for two hours for 
food, while coping with a toilet 
breakdown for several hours 
after a fire left the vessel 
stranded Monday. 

"The only thing that made it 
really tough was when the fa¬ 
cilities were all broken down 
and all the bathrooms weren’t 
working, and people were 


starting to get uncomfortable," 
David Zambrano told Col¬ 
orado TV station 9News. 

The 113,000-ton ship, with 
nearly 4,500 people on board 
including the 1,167 crew, was 
expected to dock in San Diego 
today, three days after the 
emergency. It is being towed 
by two ocean-going tugs. 

A US Navy aircraft carrier 
training in the area, the USS 
Ronald Reagan, diverted Tues¬ 
day to supply the stricken ves¬ 
sel with emergency food 
supplies after it broke down off 
Mexico’s Pacific coast. 

Helicopters ferried 4,500 
pounds of groceries to the 
stricken ship — from cases of 
bottled drinking water to bread 


rolls and canned Spam — to 
keep passengers from going 
hungry while the luxury liner 
was without power. 

The engine failure left the 
passengers with no air condi¬ 
tioning or hot food, as the ves¬ 
sel only had auxiliary power, 
while toilet facilities were also 
disrupted for much of the first 
day of the emergency. 

Yesterday the cruise ship 
company said the ship was still 
only on backup power. 

Passengers will get a full re¬ 
fund, their travel expenses paid 
and will receive another cruise 
equal to the amount paid for 
their troubled trip, the com¬ 
pany said.

British police: Yemen bomb 
was set to explode over US 


LONDON, England (AFP) - A 
parcel bomb sent from Yemen 
and removed from a cargo 
plane at a British airport last 
month was timed to explode 
over the eastern seaboard of 
the United States, Scotland 
Yard said yesterday. 

The plane arrived at East 
Midlands Airport in central 
England from Cologne in Ger¬ 
many in the early hours of Oc¬ 
tober 29 and the package 
hidden in a printer ink car¬ 
tridge was removed from the 
aircraft. 

The aircraft operated by 
parcel delivery company UPS 
took off just over two hours 
later, heading for Chicago. 


"Forensic examination has 
indicated that if the device had 
activated it would have been at 
10:30hrs BST (0930 GMT) on 
Friday, 29 October 2010" the 
Metropolitan Police said in a 
statement. 

Police added that the device 
was "disrupted" at East Mid¬ 
lands Airport by explosive of¬ 
ficers during the initial 
examination when they re¬ 
moved the cartridge from a 
printer some three hours before 
the bomb was timed to go off. 

The Yemen branch of Al- 
Qaeda last week claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the plot, 
according to the monitoring 
website SITE.

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Shooting threat locks down schools 
in south Florida 


US against 'unilateral' 
Palestinian appeal to 


MIAMI (AFP) - Over 300 
schools in Florida's second 
most-populous county were 
put on lockdown Wednesday 
after a woman told a radio 
station her husband was 
going to "start shooting at 
schools." 

By the afternoon, the lock- 
down was lifted but all after¬ 
school activities were 
suspended for the day. 

Students had been kept at 
all of Broward County's 
schools for the day and police 
in the Fort Lauderdale suburb 
of Pembroke Pines were in¬ 
vestigating the case, said an 
agent with the county sher¬ 
iffs department. 

The county is located just 
north of Miami. 

Shortly after 8:30 am 
(1330 GMT), an email was 
also sent to the radio station 
warning that "something big 
was going to happen at gov¬ 
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ernment buildings in 
Broward County, maybe at a 
post office or a school." 

Captain Dan Rakofsky of 
the Pembroke Pines Police 
Department said it was 
deemed a "credible threat" 
and as a precaution, Deputy 
City Attorney Julie Klahr or¬ 
dered the lockdown of 231 
traditional schools and 69 
charter schools. 

"We are trying to trace the 


origin of the phone call and 
the email but we have yet 
been unsuccessful," Rakof¬ 
sky said. 

"We are working with the 
FBI and numerous state 
agencies to investigate some 
names we believe may be as¬ 
sociated with this but because 
they are very common names 
we are unsure if they are 
pseudonyms or if they are ac¬ 
tual people." 


US nears decision on Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed trial 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is nearing a de¬ 
cision on how and where to 
try Khalid Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed and four other al¬ 
leged plotters of the 
September 11 attacks, Attor¬ 
ney General Eric Holder said 
Wednesday. 

Plans by President Barack 
Obama's administration to 
prosecute the self-professed 
mastermind of the attacks 
and his co-defendants in a 
federal New York court just 
steps from their alleged crime 
were put on ice amid outcry 


from local and national politi¬ 
cians who wanted them tried 
in a military court. 

"The process is an ongoing 
one. We are working to make a 
determination about the place¬ 
ment of that trial," Holder told 
reporters. "We have been 
working on it and I think we 
are close to a decision." 

Critics — including both 
Republicans and some of 
Obama's fellow Democrats - 
- cited security and cost con¬ 
cerns, and said the suspects 
should not be granted US 
legal rights.

Minister: FARC down to 
7,000 members 


BOGOTA, Colombia - 
Colombia's largest guerrilla 
group the FARC is down to 
7,000 fighters, the country's 
defense minister said on yes¬ 
terday. 

According to Caracol 
Radio, the figure is based on 
analysis of content from the 
computers of "Mono Jojoy," 
the FARC's military com¬ 
mander who was killed in a 
bombing raid in September. 

The minister warned the 
guerrillas that those who still 
are part of the group will be ei¬ 
ther captured or killed. 

"None of these benadits are 
untouchable, they are vulnera¬ 
ble. I am certain that those that 


remain to fall will fall," Rivera 
was quoted as saying. 

Government figures released 
in July showed the FARC went 
from 20,000 fighters in 2002 to 
8,000 earlier this year. 

Meanwhile, Colombia's de¬ 
fense minister and armed 
forces commander traveled to 
Lima on Tuesday to meet with 
their Pemvian counterparts and 
hand over information regard¬ 
ing alleged FARC presence in 
Peruvian territory. 

The visit follows allega¬ 
tions by Peru's armed forces 
commander that FARC guer¬ 
rillas use areas over the Peru¬ 
vian border as a place to rest 
from the Colombian military.

The ap¬ 
peal court concludes that it 
cannot be established 
whether the shots were added 
by the rapper or by someone 
else. 


LIMA, Peru — Lori Berenson, 
a U.S. citizen who served 15 
years in prison for aiding 
Marxist insurgents in Peru, 
says she no longer condones 
violence and worries that polit¬ 
ical forces will force her to re¬ 
turn to prison again.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US military said it has 
detected no launch of a for¬ 
eign military missile off the 
coast of California and of¬ 
fered assurances that what¬ 
ever happened there posed no 
threat to the United States. 

KCBS television caught 
on camera what appeared to 
be a missile vapor trail as it 
arced into the evening sky 
west of Los Angeles, spark¬ 
ing reports of a possible mis¬ 
sile launch. 

” At this time, we can con¬ 
firm that there is no threat to 
our nation and from all indi¬ 
cations this was not a launch 
by a foreign military,” the US 
Northern Command and the 
North American Aerospace 
Defense (NORAD) Com¬ 
mand said in a statement. 

The Pentagon, however, 
said it had no explanation for 
the sighting and was trying to 
get to the bottom of it. 

’’While there is nothing at 
this time that leads the De¬ 
partment of Defense (DoD) 
to believe this is a missile 
launch, the department and 
other US government agen¬ 
cies with expertise in aviation 
and space continue to look 
into the condensation trail 
(CONTRAIL) seen and re¬ 
ported off the coast of south¬ 
ern California on Monday 
evening, ” Pentagon 

spokesman David Lapan said 
in a statement. 


’’All DoD entities with 
rocket and missile programs 
reported no launches, sche¬ 
duled or inadvertent, during 
the time period in the area of 
the reported contrail,” he 
added. 

Lapan said Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration ’’radar re¬ 
plays” from a large area west 
of Los Angeles ’’did not re¬ 
veal any fast-moving, 
unidentified targets,” adding 
that the FAA also did not re¬ 
ceive reports of any unusual 
sightings from pilots in the 
area. 

ContrailScience.com, a 
website that debunks conspi¬ 
racy theories linked to con¬ 
trails, suggested the sighting 
was an optical illusion. 

It said an approaching air¬ 
craft can leave a horizontal 


vapor trail that looks like a 
missile shooting vertically 
from the ground or sea. 

What creates the illusion 
that it is rising from the 
ground is that the end of the 
plume is hidden by the curva¬ 
ture of the earth. 

Ordinarily, a missile test 
would involve closure of air 
space and notifications to 
mariners of when to stay 
clear of the area, but none 
were known to have been 
made in this case, Lapan said 
earlier. 

He said it was ’’implausi¬ 
ble” that a military exercise 
would have been conducted 
so near Los Angeles’ busy in¬ 
ternational airport. 

’’That’s why at this point 
the operative term is, unex¬ 
plained,” Lapan added.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European Union's energy 
chief yesterday unveiled an 
ambitious 10-year trillion-euro 
energy investment plan for a 
single EU energy network to 
cut fossil fuel imports and fight 
climate change. 

"There is no single energy 
market," Energy Commis¬ 
sioner Guenther Oettinger told 
a news conference. "We need 
to render energy European." 

Europe's current system 
was "like 19th century duke¬ 
doms rather than a modern 
open Europe," he said. 

His proposals, geared to 
face up to what he called "one 
of Europe's greatest tests," will 
be eyed by European Union 
leaders at the bloc's first ever 
energy summit February 4, 
2011. 

While energy had over-rid¬ 
den labour in terms of costs 
and fossil fuel imports were on 
the rise, Europe's energy sector 
was not competitive, with mas¬ 
sive investments needed in 
new technologies and infra¬ 
structures. 

"Europe cannot lose," he 
said, calling for one trillion 
euros (1.38 trillion dollars) of 
investment to improve effi¬ 
ciency and reduce pollution. 

Regarding efforts to combat 


climate change, the commis¬ 
sioner said the bloc could rea¬ 
listically achieve its 2020 goals 
of slicing carbon emissions by 
20 percent and increasing the 
use of renewable energies such 
as wind and solar power by 20 
percent. 

But without greater invest¬ 
ments and a single will the EU 
would be unable to meet its 
commitment to increase en¬ 
ergy efficiency, also by 20 per¬ 
cent, by 2020, he said. 


"Without accelerating in¬ 
vestment in energy efficiency 
we will be closer to nine per¬ 
cent than 20 percent in 2020," 
he said. 

The global economic crisis 
had hammered investment in 
new technologies while there 
were no constraints placed on 
national plans to improve en¬ 
ergy efficiency. 

Oettinger therefore called 
for public sector spending on 
energy to be verifiable — the 


public sector accounts for 16 
percent of purchases across the 
EU — and for integration of na¬ 
tional grids of gas, electricity 
and solar systems as far south 
as the Maghreb and Turkey, or 
wind energy in the north. 

Socialists and Democrats in 
the European Parliament wel¬ 
comed the new EU energy 
strategy but said it had failed to 
set binding targets on states for 
energy savings. 

"Achieving the 20-percent 
energy efficiency target could 
save up to 78 billion euros a 
year by 2020, create a million 
new jobs, improve security of 
supply and improve economic 
competitiveness," said the 
vice-president of the group 
Marita Ulvskog. 

Oettinger said the building 
of a single energy sector would 
also strengthen Europe's voice 
on the international scene. 

The union's internal energy 
market was the world's big¬ 
gest, he said, "bigger than 
China, bigger than the US". 

"I will be pleading for a 
common foreign energy po¬ 
licy," he added. 

Oettinger said oil would 
continue to be needed in indus¬ 
try as well as in air and heavy 
road transport over the coming 
decades but that urban trans¬ 


port and private vehicles must 
shift to hybrids, hydrogen and 
electricity. 

Investment incentives and 
financial instruments would be 
proposed by the middle of next 
year to help home-owners and 
the public sector pay for reno¬ 
vations and energy saving 
measures, the commission 
said.

the male which produces the 
most sperm has an advantage 
over his rivals in love. 

But the tuberous 
bushcricket may cause this 
theory to be revisited, say the 
authors. 

Its large reserves of sperm 
enable it to ejaculate, in tiny 
amounts, with a bigger num¬ 
ber of females, thus boosting 
its chances of reproductive 
success. 

”Our study shows that we 
have to rethink this assump¬ 
tion. It looks as though the 
testes may be that big simply 
to allow males to mate re¬ 
peatedly without their sperm 
reserves being exhausted.” 

Said Vahed: ’’Extra large 
testes in bushcrickets allow 
males to transfer relatively 
small ejaculates to a greater 
number of females. Males 
don’t put all their eggs — or 
rather sperm — in one bas¬ 
ket.” 


PARIS (AFP) - A species of 
cricket has the largest testes 
in relation to its body weight 
of any known creature in the 
world, stunned scientists re¬ 
ported on Wednesday. 

The tuberous bushcricket 
(Platycleis affinis) has testes 
that amount to 13.8 percent 
of its body mass — the rough 
equivalent of a man hauling 
around tyre-sized testicles 
weighing 10 kilos (22 
pounds). 

”We couldn’t believe the 
size of these organs. They 
seemed to fill the entire ab¬ 


domen,” said Karim Vahed, a 
behavioural ecologist at 
Britain’s University of Derby. 

The tuberous bushcricket 
beat all rivals in a testicular 
comparison of 21 species of 
bushcrickets, also known in 
North America as katydids. 

But for all its gonad 
grandstanding, the insect did 
not produce more sperm per 
ejaculate than others, and this 
offers an intriguing challenge 
to evolutionary theory. 

Testes tend to be larger in 
species where females are 
more promiscuous. The as-

OTTAWA (AFP) - Speaking 
two languages can help delay 
the onset of Alzheimer’s 
symptoms by as long as five 
years, Canadian scientists 
said Tuesday. 

The Baycrest’s Rotman 
Research Institute re¬ 
searchers examined clinical 
records of 211 patients diag¬ 
nosed with Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease and found that those 
who spoke two or more lan¬ 
guages consistently over 
many years experienced a 
delay in the onset of their 
symptoms by as long as five 
years. 

The study was published 
in the current issue of Neu¬ 
rology. 

”We are not claiming that 
bilingualism in any way pre¬ 
vents Alzheimer’s or other 
dementias, but it may con¬ 
tribute to cognitive reserve in 
the brain which appears to 


delay the onset of 
Alzheimer’s symptoms for 
quite some time,” said lead 
investigator Fergus Craik. 

The subjects' brains still 
showed deterioration from 
Alzheimer's regardless of 
language skills, however 
bilingualism appeared to 
have delayed symptoms such 
as memory loss, confusion, 
and difficulties with prob¬ 
lem-solving and planning. 

There are currently no 
drug treatments that can 
delay the symptoms of 
Alzheimer's, the researchers 
noted. 

The study replicated find¬ 
ings from a 2007 study led by 
Ellen Bialystok of York Uni¬ 
versity that found bilingual 
dementia patients experi¬ 
enced a delayed onset of their 
symptoms compared to 
monolingual patients.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
brains of Neanderthals and 
humans were similar at birth 
but developed differently in 
the first year of life, accord¬ 
ing to a German study pub¬ 
lished Monday in the United 
States. 

Brains of newborn human 
babies and Neanderthals, 
who became extinct about 
28,000 years ago, were about 
the same size and appear al¬ 
most identical at first, said 
the research which appeared 
in the journal Current Biol¬ 
ogy. 

But after birth and partic¬ 
ularly during the first year of 
life the differences in devel¬ 
opment are stark, said lead 


author Phillipp Gunz of the 
Max Planck Institute for Evo¬ 
lutionary Anthropology in 
Germany. 

"There was a huge differ¬ 
ence in the way they grew 
their brain compared to mod¬ 
ern humans in the first one- 
and-a-half and two years,” 
Gunz told AFP. 

To compare the two 
brains, scientists assembled a 
virtual Neanderthal brain by 
scanning skull fragments and 
comparing the computer 
models at different stages of 
growth to the human baby 
brain. 

The human brain began 
much more activity in neural 
circuitry in the first year of 


life, which may have helped 
early homo sapiens survive in 
the process of natural selec¬ 
tion, the study said. 

"The interesting thing is 
within modern humans, the 
size of the brain correlates 
only very weakly with any 
measure of intelligence,” he 
said. ”It's more the internal 
structure of the brain that is 
important. 

"And the Neanderthal, 
they were smart because they 
had a huge brain, but we 
think that internal structures 
must have been different be¬ 
cause they grew differently, 
so we don't think the Nean¬ 
derthal saw the world as we 
do.”

5 Beauty uses for aloe vera 


Few teenage girls and young 
women are getting the human 
papillomavirus vaccine 
(HPV), and many of those 
who start the regimen fail to 
take all three doses, new re¬ 
search reveals. 

Although studies have 
shown that the HPV vaccine is 
safe and effective against sev¬ 
eral strains of the sexually 
transmitted virus, just one- 
third of teens and young 
women who start the three- 
dose series actually finish, and 
almost three-quarters don't 
start it at all, according to re¬ 
search being presented this 
week at the American Associ¬ 
ation of Cancer Research an¬ 
nual meeting in Philadelphia. 

"Women who are eligible 
for this vaccine and could po¬ 
tentially benefit aren't getting 
it at rates to maximally prevent 
cervical cancer," said study 
author J. Kathleen Tracy, an 
assistant professor of epidemi¬ 
ology and public health at the 
University of Maryland 
School of Medicine in Balti¬ 
more. 

"This highlights the need 



for public health promotions 
and practice patterns to en¬ 
courage vaccine uptake or at 
least discussion of the pros and 
cons," Tracy said. 

Tracy has initiated a study 
to see if text messages will 
prompt women aged 18 to 26 
to keep their follow-up ap¬ 
pointments for subsequent 
doses of the vaccine. 

According to background 
information in the abstract, 
about 30 percent of sexually 
active 14- to 19-year-olds are 


infected with HPV at any one 
time. Over time, persistent in¬ 
fection can lead to cervical 
cancer. 

Two HPV vaccines are 
marketed in the United States. 
Gardasil, approved in 2006 for 
girls aged 9 and up, protects 
against four types of HPV, two 
of which cause about 70 per¬ 
cent of cervical cancers world¬ 
wide. 

Cervarix, which covers the 
two strains of the virus respon¬ 
sible for most cases of cervical 
cancer, was approved in 2009. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
recommends that 11- and 12- 
year-old girls be targeted for 
the vaccine as most in this age 
group are not yet having sex 
and would therefore not have 
been exposed to HPV yet. 

A 2008 survey, conducted 
before Cervarix was approved, 
found that only about half of 
American mothers intended to 
have daughters younger than 
13 vaccinated against human 
papillomavirus (HPV), despite 
government guidelines sug¬ 
gesting the opposite.

* Women should opt for heels that are no higher than 2 1/4 
inches. 

* Make sure the shoes fit properly in the heels and the toes, with 
1/2 inch of space between the shoe and your longest toe. 

* Try on both shoes to be sure that they fit comfortably on both 
feet. Opt for the size that is most comfortable on your largest foot. 

* Walk around the store with both shoes on to make sure the fit 
is comfortable. Don’t count on ’’breaking them in.”

Monetary policy of the Aruba 
Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD — During the 
meeting of its Monetary Policy 
Committee (MPC)2 of Octo¬ 
ber 28, 2010, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cluded that its current mone¬ 
tary policy stance remains 
appropriate. This means that 
the reserve requirement rate 
stays at 11 percent. 

This decision is based on 
the currently available eco¬ 
nomic and financial informa¬ 
tion, which show, among 
others, that economic activities 
are projected to contract by 3.7 


percent in real terms in 2010. 

The level of the net foreign 
assets was stable at Afl. 
1,585.2 million at the end of 
September 2010. The banking 
sector credit grew by 6.0 per¬ 
cent in the first nine months of 
2010, due largely to purchases 
of government bonds by the 
commercial banks. Excluding 
purchases of government 
bonds, aggregate credit 
reached only a 0.8 percent 
growth in the first nine months 
of 2010, indicative of limited 
activity in the domestic credit 


market. The 12mionth average 
inflation rate is forecasted to 
reach 2.6 percent in 2010. 

All in all, it can be con¬ 
cluded that the currently avail¬ 
able information does not point 
to significant changes since 
last month’s MPC meeting. 
Nevertheless, the CBA will 
continue to closely monitor the 
developments in the economic 
and monetary fundamentals. 
The next meeting of the 
MPCis scheduled for Novem¬ 
ber 25, 2010. 


China orders banks to boost reserves 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
China's central bank announced 
yesterday it would raise the 
amount of money that lenders 
must keep in reserve as official 
concerns persist over inflation 
and rising housing costs. 

The People's Bank of China 
said in a one-line statement on 
its website that the reserve 
ratio would be raised by 50 
basis points, effective next 
Tuesday. The hike is the fourth 
this year. 

Chinese officials have sig¬ 
nalled growing concern over 
rising inflation and a potential 
asset bubble in the property 


market as the world's second- 
biggest economy continues its 
rapid growth. 

The PBoC last month raised 
its benchmark one-year lend¬ 
ing and deposit rates by 25 
basis points each, the first in¬ 
terest rate hike in nearly three 
years. 

The decision on the ratio 
comes after Beijing raised con¬ 
cerns over the US Federal Re¬ 
serve move to inject 600 
billion dollars into the Ameri¬ 
can economy, fearing it could 
stoke speculative "hot" money 
flows into China and fuel infla¬ 
tion. 


Figures released yesterday 
also showed that China's trade 
surplus grew in October as 
both exports and imports rose 
year-on-year, adding to pres¬ 
sure on Beijing ahead of the 
G20 summit to let its currency 
appreciate. 

The central bank in October 
reportedly ordered six banks, 
including the four major state- 
owned lenders, to increase the 
reserve requirement ratio by 50 
basis points to 17.5 percent for 
two months. 

The bank gave no further 
information in its announce¬ 
ment yesterday. 


UN: World tourism returns to pre-crisis 
levels 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
World tourism has returned to 
levels last seen before the 
global financial meltdown in 
late 2008, with the Asia-Pa¬ 
cific region leading the way, 
the UN World Tourism Orga¬ 
nisation said yesterday. 

"As on previous occasions, 
such as after the 9/11 attacks in 
2001 and the 2003 SARS out¬ 
break, tourism has again con¬ 
firmed a strong capacity for 
recovery," the Madrid-based 
body said. 

Tourist arrivals from Janu¬ 
ary to August totalled 642 mil¬ 
lion, some 40 million more 
than during the same period in 
2009 and one million more 
than in the last "pre-crisis" 
year of 2008, which saw 
record numbers, it said. 

"International tourism con¬ 
tinues to recover from the de¬ 
cline of 4.2 percent suffered 
last year under the impact of 


the economic crisis," it added. 

It projected an increase of 
5.0-6.0 percent over the full 
year and of around 4.0 percent 
in 2011. 

Emerging country destina¬ 
tions continued to lead the way 
while Europe recovered at a 
slower pace, the UNWTO 
said. 

"Although recovery is still 
lagging in parts of Europe and 
the Americas, many destina¬ 
tions are already showing real 
growth and setting new 
records." 

The Asia-Pacific region in 
particular has "shown re¬ 
silience and a strong capacity 
for recovery. 

The organisation also noted 
strong growth in the Middle 
East, up 16 percent, and in 
Africa, up 9.0 percent, helped 
by the soccer World Cup 
hosted by South Africa. 

"These results reinforce the 


message that we have been un¬ 
derscoring since the outbreak 
of the global crisis at the end of 
2008 — that tourism is one of 
the most dynamic economic 
sectors and a key driver in cre¬ 
ating much needed growth and 
employment," UNWTO Secre¬ 
tary-General Taleb Rifai said.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
first single from a posthu¬ 
mous Michael Jackson album 
was released online Monday - 
- but was immediately 
clouded by questions over 
whether it was really the late 
star's voice. 

Record label Epic Records 
was forced to issue a state¬ 
ment saying it was confident 
the album including the sin¬ 
gle, "Breaking News" was in¬ 
deed Jackson singing, after 
fans and La Toya Jackson 
questioned its authenticity. 

"We have complete confi¬ 
dence in the results of our ex¬ 
tensive research as well as the 
accounts of those who were in 
the studio with Michael that 
the vocals on the new album 
are his own," said Epic, in a 
statement cited by James 
Bates, spokesman for Jack¬ 
son's estate. 

The statement came as 
some fans voiced doubts in 
online forums over whether 
the vocals were really 
recorded by Jackson, who re¬ 
portedly recorded them in 
2007, two years before his 
death last year at the age of 50. 

"NOT michael. sony must 
think we are fools," wrote 
Besu on the Entertainment 
Weekly website, referring to 
Epic Records' parent company. 

Jackson's sister LaToya 
also voiced doubt, telling the 
TMZ celebrity website: "I lis¬ 
tened to it... It doesn't sound 
like him." 

The four-minute single, the 
first from an album entitled 
"Michael" due to be released 
next month, went online on the 
star's website Monday, and is 
due to remain live for a week. 

The song, set against a still 
image of television screens 
showing BREAKING NEWS 
straplines and images of Jack- 
son, starts with snippets of 
news reports about the King 
of Pop's life and death, before 
opening into a thumping ro¬ 
botic beat. 

The vocals sound like 
Jackson, even if the subject 
matter — singing about him¬ 
self, in the third person — is 


somewhat strange. 

The cover of the new 
album, to be released Decem¬ 
ber 14, shows images of the 
eccentric singer at various 
stages of his career, domi¬ 
nated by one of him being 
crowned by cherubs with a 
biblical-looking star in the 
background.

What is the flu? 

The flu is a contagious infec¬ 
tion of the nose, throat, and 
lungs caused by the influenza 
virus. 

Less often, it is spread 
when you touch a surface 
such as a faucet handle or 
phone that has the virus on it, 
and then touch your own 
mouth, nose, or eyes. 

Because the flu spreads 
through the air and is very 
contagious, it often strikes a 
community all at once, caus¬ 
ing an epidemic illness 

The flu usually begins 
abruptly, with a fever be¬ 
tween 102 and 106 °F. (An 
adult typically has a lower 
fever than a child.) The fever 
usually lasts for a day or two, 
but can last 5 days. 

These symptoms (except 
the cough) usually disappear 
within 4-7 days, but the 
tiredness persists for 1-2 
weeks. 

How to combat the flu? 

Vaccination is the best 
protection against contracting 
the flu. 

Everyone 6 months of age 
and older should get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu. 

Antiviral drugs are pre¬ 
scription medicines (pills, 
liquid or an inhaler) that can 
be used for prevention or

Remember, the vaccine 
does not prevent the cold or 
other kind of viruses. 

The effectiveness of the 
vaccine is clinically proven 

Is the flu vaccine safe? 

Yes, it is safe, because it 
consists of dead viruses that 
induce the human body the 
produce anti bodies against 
the flu. 


The vaccine is rather well 
tolerated; mostly it causes a 
little discomfort on the skin 
when injected. 

This discomfort will dis¬ 
appear within 24 hours. 

Who are at risk for the 
flu? 

Everyone can get the flu, 
although there are certain 
people who are at higher risk 
if they get the flu; it is advis¬ 
able for them to take the vac¬ 
cine. They are: heart patients, 
patients with lung problems 
(like asthma, bronchitis, etc.)

If a person is not a heart 
patient, has problems with 
lung or kidney, or has a low 
immunity system, there is no 
need for a flu vaccine. 

It is advisable though to 
take the vaccine, if, for exam¬ 
ple, a person is 65 years old, 
cannot miss work for a week, 
or is constantly in contact 
with many people, then, it is 
advisable to consult with 
your house doctor. 

Can children be vacci¬ 
nated against the flu? 

Yes, all children older than 
6 months can be vaccinated 
against the flu. But check 
first with a pediatrician. 

In the U.S.A., authorities 
advice everyone who is at 
risk, to take the vaccine as 
soon as possible. 

In the Netherlands, the 
house doctors automatically 
call all patients older than 65 
years to get a vaccine. 

In the Netherlands only, 
an average of 2,000 people 
die every year of the flu, 
while 20 to 30,000 are hospi¬ 
talized. 

On Aruba, the flu vaccine 
is available, through a doc¬ 
tor’s prescription, at all drug¬ 
stores.

The Serbian saw off break 
points in his opening two 
service games of the second 
set and then broke for a 4-2 
lead when Monaco double- 
faulted, before clinching vic¬ 
tory when his opponent 
swatted a backhand return 
long. 

"He was taking the balls 
early and being aggressive, 
and he was the better player 
at the start of the match," said 
Djokovic, who lost to Roger 
Federer in the Basel final on 
Sunday.

Council (WBC) title in 1993 
and the animosity between 
the Londoners has helped 
stoke up interest in the fight 
in the UK. 

Haye, 30, and Harrison, 
39, were once friends and 
have even sparred together 
but at a news conference on 
Wednesday they continued 
their bickering. 

As always, Harrison 
talked a good fight. 

The 2000 Olympic gold 
medallist, who has been crit¬ 
icised throughout an unful¬ 
filled professional career that 
has seen him suffer four de¬ 
feats, insists the fight will be 
close and cannot envisage 
himself getting stopped. 


"The Audley Harrison that 
turned up to the Olympics 
(2000) and brought home the 
gold medal and then beat 
Richel Hersisia (2004) and 
Danny Williams (2006) is the 
one who will turn up. 

"I have fallen but never 
given up in my career and 
Saturday will be mission 
complete: Audley Harrison 
will be the new heavyweight 
champion of the world. 

"I know he's trained well 
and is 100 per cent and I'm 
going to have to be at my best 
to beat him. But the real Au¬ 
dley Harrison is going to turn 
up and I'll destroy him. It's 
my destiny. 

Haye, who won world ti¬ 
tles at cruiserweight before 
stepping up to heavyweight, 
shrugged off Harrison's 
claims and welcomed the 
prospect of the challenger 
being in peak condition for 
their grudge match. 

"He was losing the fight 
against Michael Sprott when 
he pulled it out, but other 
than that where was this un¬ 
breakable spirit he talks about 
when he lost to Martin 
Rogan?" Haye said. 

"He has acquired it some¬ 
where running up the moun¬ 
tains in California for this 
fight maybe. I know what 
Audley is all about.
